/ \ Data pertaining to some basic aspects of women's 
participation in selected developing countries are presented in 13 
charts, arranged alphabetically by region and country within region. 
Countries? in each of the three major developing regions — Africa, 
Asia, and Latin America— are included when possible. Each chart 4 
presents data for*a single topic in the following sequence: age of 
women, residence, longevity, childhood Mortality, age at marriage, 
marital status, fertility, literacy, school enrollment, school 
completion, labor force participation, sector of employment, and 
, professional occupations. Charts contain one-* or more indicators of 
women ^ status and, where appropriate, a. ration-indicator value for * 
women divided by the Corresponding indicator value for men so that a 
measure of the status of women relative to that of men is provided.

In recognition ohhe fact. that wom^rt in-developing 
countries play a significant rdle in eefao~mcwfau&. 
tion # Yam»y support and^the overall development 
process,*' in 197£, the U.S. CongressWndated'that 
# foreign Assistance "shall be administered so as to* ' 
give pa rticuUr attention to those programs, projects, \ 
and activities whi$h tend to integ#ate women into 
the national economies of developing countries, thus 
improving their status and assistlngthe total develop- 
ment effort" (Sec. 1 1% the Percy Ame^ment to tf?e , ' 
Foreign Assistance Act). In response to this Congres- 
sional mandate, the Agency for International 
Development created an Office of Women in 
Development* t ' ^ 

One of the goals of the Office of Women in Develop- 
ment is to promote the-collection and analysis of * 
data which w{/| facilitate better understanding d the. ■ 
status of women in society *nd the^r role in national * 
development, and better monitoring of the progress

A characteristic feature of 
developing countries is a youth- 
jful population. Thus, women in 
developing countries generally 
exhibit a very low median age 
with a large proportion of 
women below 15 years of age.,. 
As age structure is determined^' 
primarily by past fertility levels 
;and trends; those developing 
countries which have experi- 
enced reductions in fertility to 
"more moderate levels inVecenf^ 
' years (e.g.*, Chile, Sri Lanka/and 
Taiwan) have somewhat higher 
"median ages. In countrie^where 
fertility remains at a high level 
(e.g., Ghana, Kenya, Bangladesh, 
and Honduras) women have a 
lower median age.

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Women in developing countries' 
of'Asia and Africa are predom- 
inantly rural dwellers, whereas in 
Latin American countries^ a 
majority of women live in urban 
areas. In urban areas of Latin 
America, women outnumber 
men, which is presumably ar re- 
sult of a greater propensity of 
women tojnigrate to urban 
areas. In contrast, the predomi- * 
nance of men in many of the 
urSah arearpf Asia and Africa 
suggests that in these regions 
more men than women migrate 
to urban areas.

The Asian countries pre- 
sent a mixed picture wijh Tai- 
wan, Korea, Malaysia, and Sri 
Lahka having a childhood mor- 
tality level on a par witfi those of 
Latin American countries, while 
the level is higher in the other 
Asian countries. India, R'epal, 
and Pakistan are unique ip that 
more girls than boys die before 
reaching their fifth birthday.

the women are literate. The sit- 
uation in Asian countries\is 
' highly varied, with the range of 
.literacy for women rangin^from* 
3 to 81 percent. The finding 
that women 15 to 24 Vears of 
age .in all the countries We a - 
higher literacy rate than do all 
Women (15 years and over), in- 
dicates that their educational 
situation has improved in recent 
decades.' 

In almost all countries, fewfer 
women than men ar? literate. 
However, in Latin America the 
"gap" is generally a small one. 
In some ccuntries of Asia as 
well, the "gap" between the 
sexes is disappearing rapidly. 1

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School enrollment ratios for 
women 5 to 19 years vary con- 
siderably among the developing 
countries in each of the three 
regions, with Latin American 
women generally having higher ' 
enrollment ratios than wom^n in 
the other two regions. Women in 
all three regions generally have 
lower enrollment raticy than do 
men, with the size of the "gap" 
being quite varied among tWa 
countries shown. Colombia end 
Jamaica exhibit enrollment ratios 
for women that are equal to or 
higher than the ratio for men.

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The labor forcVpartrcipation rate 
reported for women varies con* 
siderably in Africa awjAsia, 
with rates for Latin Amef 
countries,being generally low. 
To some extent, .the low re- 
ported rates for Latin America 
(as well as some other countries) 
are due to census and survey 
practices which exclude most 
women engaged in agricultural 
activities from being counted 
among the economically active 
population. In all countries 
shown, the activity rates for 
women are considerably lower 
than for men, although the rela- ■ 
tive participation of women in 
the labor -force varies consider- 
ably anong these developing 
countries. * ,

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Definitions 

& Source of Data 



Definitions of the general concepts underlying the 
data presented in the f figures andtebles are given 
below. The word "general" is used advisedly for two 
reasons. First, it may be that inconsistencies exist 
between the verbal or written definition of a concept 
and the operational procedures used in national 
censuses and surveys to collect the data* Second, 
nuances jn the verbal or written definition of q 
concept are known to exist from country to country. 
Taking these two cautions into account, the following 
definitions arc offered as descriptions of the essential • 
attributes of the concepts. The definitions are 
organized by figure and table number.

Age. Th^ age classification is based on the person's 
age at fast birthday. > 

Median age. The age which divides the distribution 
of women, when ranked by age from youngest to 
oldest, exactly in half. Half of the women are 
younger than the median agS and half are older.

An age-specific fertility 
rate is the number of births.during 1 year to 
women in a given 5*year age group per 1,000 women 
in the same age grpup based on midyear population.

The percent shown for each age group represents 
the proportion of an average woman's total fertility 
which occurs while she Is In that age group. Each 
percent expresses the relative contribution of the 
age group to totatf fertility.

Literate. A literate person is one who can both read 
and write with understanding a short, simple state- 
ment on his everyday fife. The language in which a 
person can read and write is not a factor in determin- 
ing literacy.

-which they were temporarily absent. Unemployed 
persons are those who did not work but were seeking 
work for pay or profit during 3 specified time period.

Agricultural sector. As used here, sector refers to the 
industry (or branch of economic activity) of the 
establishment in \yhich.a member of the labor force 
worked during a specified time period, or last worked 
if unemployed. The agricultural sector includes 
establishments whose activity is farming, huntinn, 
forestry, or fishing. 

Nonagricuitural sector* includes establishments whose 
activltyls other than farming, hunting, forestry, or 
fishing. Examples include mining, manufacturing, 
construction, transportation, communications, 
commerce, and personal, business* and Government 
services.

Professional (including technical and related) occupa- 
tions. Occupation refers to the kind of work done 
during a specified time period by the person em- 
ployed (or performed qn the last job by tte 
unemployed) irrespective of the kind of esttblish- 
ment in which the person is employed. Persons in 
professional, technical and related occupations 
perform tasks which usually require training in a 
' specific scientific or other professional field, at a 
university, technical institute, or similar establish- 
ment, or which require creative ability in literature 
or art, or talent in entertaining, Examples of occu- 
pations classified as professional include engineers/ 



chemists, physicists, biologists, agronomists, 
physicians, nurses, teachers, clergy, lawyers, artists, 
writers, actors, librarians, economists, social workers, 
scientists, statisticians, and musicians, among others.
